To the inhabitants of the Town of Orange, in the County of Grafton in said State, 
qualified to vote in Town affairs: 


YOU ARE HEREBY NOTIFIED to meet at the Town House in said Orange 
on Tuesday, the 11th day of March, 1986, at three o’clock in the afternoon, to act 
upon the following subjects. The polls to remain open until eight p.m. 


ARTICLE 1: To choose by ballot and plurality vote, a Moderator, a Town 
Clerk, a Town Treasurer, one Selectman for three years, one Cemetery Agent, 
one Overseer of Public Welfare, one Budget Committee member for three years, 
two Auditors, one Road Agent, one Tax Collector, one Library Trustee, one 
Deeding Agent, one Chief of Police, one Trustee of Trust Funds for one year, 
and other officers that the Town may judge necessary. 


ARTICLE 2: To determine by ballot and plurality vote the following ques- 
tion: ‘‘Are you in favor of the adoption of the amendments to the existing Zoning 
Ordinance as proposed by the Planning Board?”’ 


Beginning at seven o’clock in the evening to vote on the following Articles: 


ARTICLE 3: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to bor- 
row money in anticipation of taxes to pay necessary Town charges. 


ARTICLE 4: To see if the Town will vote to give a discount of three percent 
on taxes paid in full within thirty days from the date of the bill, with the stipula- 
tion that the discount becomes forfeited if it is not deducted by the payer at the 
time payment is made. 


ARTICLE 5: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the prepayment of 
taxes and to authorize the Tax Collector to accept payments in prepayment of 
taxes in accordance with provisions of N.H.R.S. 80:52-2. 


ARTICLE 6: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen and the 
Deeding Agent to administer or dispose of any real estate acquired through the 
Tax Collector’s Deed in the Town or to the original owner as justice may require. 


ARTICLE 7: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the prepayment of 
resident taxes and authorize the Tax Collector to accept payment in prepay- 
ment of taxes. 


ARTICLE 8: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
accept and expend gifts of money or personal property, for the purpose in- 
tended by the donor and in addition to apply, receive and expend any federal 
or state assistance not anticipated as of the annual Town Meeting, on the con- 
dition that the Selectmen shall account to the voters of the Town for all such 
additional receipts and expenses in accordance with the provisions of 
N.H.R.S. 31:95B. 


ARTICLE 9: To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the Block Grant 
Fund of $13,696.38 for construction, reconstruction, and maintenance of 
class 4 or 5 highways. 


ARTICLE 10: To see if the Town will vote to appropriate $8,500.00 from 
Federal Revenue Sharing funds for the purpose of continuing the work onthe 
Town Hall addition. 


ARTICLE 11: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $53,090.00 as called for by the budget submitted by the Budget Commit- 
tee, and pass any vote in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 12: (By petition.) To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to appoint the Police Chief. 


ARTICLE 13: To see if the Town will vote to adopt written welfare 
guidelines as proposed by the Board of Selectmen. Chapter 380 of the Laws 
of 1985 requires the Town to adopt written welfare guidelines prior to April 
1, 1986. (Copies of the full text of the proposed guidelines are on file with the 
Town Clerk and copies will be available for inspection at the Town Hall on 
March 11 and thereafter.) 


ARTICLE 14: To see if the Town will vote to establish a committee of seven 
members, 3 from the Planning Board to be appointed by the Chairman, 3 from 
the Zoning Board of Adjustment, to be appointed by the Chairman, and one 
townsperson to be appointed by the Board of Selectmen, to study the pro’s and 
con’s of Site Plan Review. The committee should study such questions as whether 
or not there is a need for Site Plan Review, exactly what Site Plan Review would 
involve and what procedures would be followed, how Site Plan Review would 
relate to the Zoning Ordinance and howit would affect the role of the Z.B.A. The 
report of the committee should be published and a copy mailed to each household 
by October 31, 1986. If the committee is unable to reach unanimity on its recom- 
mendations and findings, then both a majority and minority report may be filed. 


ARTICLE 15: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Planning Board to 
review and approve or disapprove site plans for the development of tracts for 
non-residential uses or for multi-family dwelling units as provided in RSA 
674:43. 

(Comment: One- and two-family dwelling units are not subject to 
site plan review regulations. The Planning Board, if given this 
authority, must then adopt site plan review regulations after at least 
one public hearing on the proposed regulations.) 


ARTICLE 16: (By petition.) To see if the Town will vote to oppose the 
burial, storage, transportation, and production of high level radioactive 
waste in the Town of Orange and State of New Hampshire; and to call upon 
Congress to conduct an independent investigation with full public participa- 
tion into the feasibility and prudence of the U.S. Department of Energy’s 
(D.O.E). present plan to dispose of radioactive waste, and into the D.O.E.’s 
competence to carry out such a plan. 


ARTICLE 17: To hear the reports of agents, auditors, and other officers 
heretofore and pass any vote relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 18: To transact any business that may legally come before the 
meeting not in the Warrant. 


ARTICLE 19: The polls shall not close earlier than eight o’clock in the 
evening.

REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Between July 1984 and June 1985, we experienced more forest fires through- 
out our state than in any year in the last 50. Two of the leading causes of the 
1,605 fires were children and fires kindled without written permission of a 
Forest Fire Warden. Both causes are preventable, but only with your help. 

Please help our town and state forest fire officials with forest fire prevention. 
Contact your local Forest Fire Warden for more information. 

Enforcement of state timber harvest regulations is the responsibility of State 
Forestry officials. Our state has excellent timber harvest regulations; however, 
your assistance is needed. 

If you know of a logging operation and suspect a state timber harvest law 
may be violated, call your Forest Fire Warden. 

If you own forest land, you will become responsible for the timber tax payment 
starting April 1, 1986. This is a change in the Timber Tax Law that will impact all 
forest landowners. Contact your Board of Selectmen for timber tax forms.

REPORT OF THE TOWN HOUSE ADDITION 


Construction of the Town House addition has progressed rather slowly 
during the past year, due mainly to the limited manhours available from the 
volunteer workers. Significant progress, however, has been made and as of 
January, 1986, only a few days of work remain for completion of the main 
meeting room. This ‘‘finish’’ work is awaiting the arrival of warmer 
weather, which will allow for safely varnishing the oak floors. 

Other major accomplishments were the completion of the wiring of the 
addition and start of a septic system. ‘Completion of the septic system has 
been delayed by the early arrival of winter and it will be completed as soon 
as the ground conditions allow. 

As of January, 1986, a total of $15,476.87 ($8,855.85 in 1984 and 
$6,621.02 in 1985) has been expended on the project. All of these funds 
(with the exception of expenditures for bulldozer rental, concrete founda- 
tion and septic system consultant) were used for materials only. This leaves 
a total of $304.48 available as of January 1, 1986. 

It is anticipated that a total of $8,500 would be required to complete the 
remaining efforts on the main floor; completion of basement into an all- 
purpose room and selectmen’s office; and installation of a shallow well 
water system. An additional $2,500 would be required to install a drilled 
well system. 

I wish to thank all of the volunteers who gave of their time and energies 
and hope that the result of their labors meets with the approval of the town.

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REPORT OF THE ORANGE PLANNING BOARD 


The Orange Planning Board has had another very busy and productive year. 
By a two-to-one margin, the citizens of Orange voted to adopt the Orange Zon- 
ing Ordinance at the 1985 Town Meeting. Once again, the vast majority of 
citizens have clearly stated that they want Orange to remain an attractive, rural, 
residential community of single-family homes. 

During the past year, the Planning Board has reviewed and held hearings on 
four applications for subdivisions. The approval of those applications resulted 
in the creation of several new residential lots: five lots on Tug Mountain Road, 
three lots on the Crossroad, and two lots on Tuttle Hill Road. In addition, the 
Planning Board reviewed two boundary realignments for property on Route 4. 

The application for a permit to construct a wind farm in Orange provided an 
opportunity for the first major interpretation and implementation of the new 
zoning ordinance. Based on that experience, the Planning Board conducted a 
thorough review of the ordinance and asked citizens for suggestions to improve 
the ordinance. Based on that review and on those suggestions, the Planning 
Board developed a set of proposed amendments. The proposed amendments 
were reviewed at two public hearings held on January 19 and February 2. The 
eleven proposed amendments are basic clarifications designed to make the pres- 
ent zoning ordinance a clearer document. On March 11th, the citizens of Orange 
are encouraged to vote to adopt those eleven proposed amendments. 

The Planning Board has also submitted a warrant article to see if the Town 
will vote to authorize the Planning Board to adopt Site Plan Review Regula- 
tions. The Planning Board, if given that authority, would hold a series of public 
hearings before adopting the regulations. The regulations would allow the Plan- 
ning Board to review and approve or disapprove site plans for the development 
of tracts for non-residential uses or for multi-family dwelling units as provided 
in RSA 674:43; one- and two-family dwelling units are not subject to site plan 
review regulations. 

Now that the citizens of Orange have adopted a Master Plan, Subdivision 
Regulations and a Zoning Ordinance, the next essential step to insure that 
Orange remains an attractive, rural, residential community is the adoption of 
Site Plan Review Regulations. They will provide for a much more comprehen- 
sive review of all non-residential and multi-family development applications by 
the establishment of written standards regarding such development. The pro- 
cedures for reviewing site plans will resemble the procedures presently used by 
the Planning Board to review subdivision applications. 

The members of the Orange Planning Board wish to express their deep ap- 
preciation to the citizens of Orange for their strong support of sound planning 
for the community. We look forward to your continued support of the eleven 
proposed amendments to the zoning ordinance and to the adoption of Site Plan 
Review Regulations at Town Meeting on March 11th.

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MASCOMA HOME HEALTH SERVICES, INC. 


Mascoma Home Health Services, Inc. this year starts its 18th year of ser- 
vice to the Mascoma Valley towns of Canaan, Enfield, Grafton, Dor- 
chester, and Orange. 


The agency is a not-for-profit corporation, certified by Medicare. It is 
supported by grants from the five towns, the Division of Human Services, 
the New Hampshire State Council on Aging, the United Way, private 
donations and memorials. Each town has at least one representative on the 
Board of Directors, so each has a voice in settling the policies of the agency. 


Since services are funded in part by the towns that are served, home care 
services, such as visiting nurse, physical therapist, home health aide, home- 
maker, occupational therapist, and social worker, are available to residents 
of that town. Participation also allows for disease prevention programs, 
well child clinics, dental clinics, and blood pressure screenings. 


The agency emloys a Pediatric Nurse Practitioner to serve young families 
as well as children with special needs. A newborn visit is made by the Child 
Health nurse if new parents desire it. Young mother’s support groups meet 
regularly to assist parents with family management. 


One of our special concerns is caring for the elderly, disabled, and 
chronically ill, so that they may stay in their own homes or with family as 
long as possible. Besides the home care services, an Adult Day Activity 
Program is offered. 

Anyone can request services — you need not wait for your doctor to 
refer. A nurse or therapist will make an evaluation visit to determine if ser- 
vices can be helpful. Further visits will be made under physician’s orders. 


The office and clinic space of the agency is located on Prospect Street in 
Enfield. The phone number is 632-7234. We are always happy to answer 
questions by phone, or if you would care to stop at the office, we will show 
you the facility and tell you more about the work we do.

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GRAFTON COUNTY COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


We appreciate the opportunity to submit the following report in our contin- 
uing effort to directly communicate with our constituents. 


Because of current favorable cash status and appreciable fund balance, Graf- 
ton County maintained a level tax requirement this fiscal year, actually 
reducing the tax requirement by $200, and we anticipate an even better tax 
climate in the next fiscal year. However, due to the apportionment process of 
tax assessment by equalized valuation, some towns did see a slight increase in 
the county portion of taxes for 1985, though the majority of towns realized a 
decrease. The unusual fund balance is due to a combination of factors, in- 
cluding unused surplus in the previous budget, conscientious budget manage- 
ment by all departments, transfer of court expenses to the State, increased 
Nursing Home reimbursements, favorable returns on investments, increased 
Register of Deeds revenues and continued Revenue Sharing. 


Along with saving the County approximately $300,000 in expenditures with 
the shift of liability for court activities to the State, we also anticipate receiv- 
ing $100,000+ annually in rent on space occupied by the court system. 


Grafton County is experiencing the same problems as your local government 
in the insurance market. Costs are rising dramatically and in some cases in- 
surance coverage is unobtainable. We have retained a consultant to review 
county insurance needs and available coverage with the hopes of procuring 
one total package. Because of the current unstable insurance market, we do 
not have any report or recommendation. 


In cooperation with your local government and the State, we are striving for 
a smooth transition to the new system of welfare service delivery under 
Senate Bill 1. Settlement for assistance determination has been eliminated 
and towns and cities are now liable for all general assistance to needy persons 
in their towns, including transients. However, liability for expenses of all 
juvenile services and for persons assisted under the categorical grant pro- 
grams will now be shared by the State and counties, removing town liability. 
Under Senate Bill 1 and the ensuing partnership between counties and the 
state Department of Children and Youth Services, the Commissioners note a 
new direction for juveniles, including the development of new alternative 
programs to out-of-home placements. 


Energy conservation programs at the nursing home and courthouse have 
realized a considerable savings with the decrease in fuel and electric consump- 
tion, cutting consumption and dollar cost in half for courthouse fuel alone. 


In our letter to you in 1983 we noted litigation in a retirement buy-back suit 
where a negative decision would result in cost of $70,000 plus legal fees with a 
potential domino effect on local governments. We are pleased to note that 
the County prevailed in this issue. 


The Commissioners have changed weekly meetings to Wednesdays. We en- 
courage public attendance at all meetings. The county budget recommenda- 
tions are processed in May and June. We welcome input and strongly rec- 
ommend public attendance at the public hearings usually held in June.
